“W hat the country needs more than 
anything else,” said Mr. Fowler, “Is 
rest, recuperation and revival of faith 
and hope in American manhood; not 
unrest, apprehension and destruction 
of confidence in American business. 
“The hanks of the United States, of 
which there are more than 12,000, 
with the very rarest exception, are 
managed by honest and able men, and 
considered from the standpoint of as 
sets they are sounder and stronger to­ 
day than they have ever been before. 
Because of the want of a wise and 
proper currency system, they are tem ­ 
porarily short, of sufficient currency to 
transact their dally business. 
“In just four weeks congress will 
meet In regular session and nothing 
could he gained by a special session, 
as no currency legislation could be 
passed to meet the exigency which is 
full upon us and is being bravely, 
wisely met.

The assets of the | 
two threatened companies have been j 
gone over by experts and both were j 
found to be solvent, with a consider­ 
able surplus after paying all claims I 
ami providing for tile capital stock. 
Under these circumstances it was j 
thought advisable by the big men to 
support them if they would adhere to ; 
thoroughly conservative methods. 
The achievement of these results. 
with the steady upward movement of 
the stock market, is believed to mark 
the turn of tile crisis. 
T h e loss of 
$30,000,000 in cash by the clearing 
house banks, in spite of tile $30,000,- , 
OOO that had been poured into their 
tills during last week from the treas- j 
ary, was expected to have a disturb- j 
lug effect. 
It was a worse showing 
than will be possible again in face of 
tile heavy arrivals of gold.

DISCUSSES TIMBER SUPPLY 


Forester Pinch o t S a y s It W ill Be E x ­ 


hausted in T w e n t y Years. 


W ashington, 
Nov. 
5.—“ In 
twenty 
years the timber supply in the United 
States on governm ent reserves and 
private holdings, at the present rate 
of cutting, will lie exhausted, although 
it is possible th at the growth of that 
period might extend the arrival of the 
famine another five years. 
This announcement was m ade by 
Gifford Hinchot, tile government for­ 
ester. who lias just returned from an 
inspection tour of 10,000 miles. 
In sounding his warning, Mr. Pin- 
ohot urged that 
the danger of tile 
situation should not lie u n d erestim at­ 
ed. 
He said that the United States 
used more lumber per capita than any 
other country and that every man, 
woman and child would be affected. 
He decried the policy of discounting 
the future of the country by failure 
to protect the natural resources, and 
he advised every one who has not al­ 
ready 
done 
so 
to 
read 
President 
Roosevelt's 
speech 
at 
Memphis 
on 
this general subject. 
About one-fifth of the forest area 
of the United States is government 
reserves, but Mr. Hinchot called a t t e n ­ 
tion 
to the 
fact 
that 
as privately 
owned timber lands are better than 
the government reserves as a general 
rule, the government does not control 
one fifth of the timber supply. 
T he 
forest service will ask congress for 
more money and more men in order 
to extend the service and will push 
the work of reforesting the denuded 
tim ber lands. 
Mr. Pinchot says, h o w ­ 
ever, th a t it is utterly beyond the pos­ 
sibility of the service to m eet th e sit­ 
uation. 
President Roosevelt expects to call 
a conference in Washington soon of 
governors of states and expert in tile 
! study of natural resources. 
The con­ 
ference will lie for the purpose of d e ­ 
v elo p m en t in favor of the adminlstra- 
j tion’s policy looking into the future 
in the m atter of conserving natural 
resources.
